(AN EDITORIAL) 


The law of averages creeps closer and closer each day- 


poised to strike at the most unexpected ttme—find when the 
blow comes sudden and bloody death takes over leaving torn 
and mangled bodies In Its wake. 


Last year, according to the records of the Texas Department 


of Public Safety 89 persons were killed and 145 Injured In rail- 
road-automobile accidents In this state. Through May 1946, these 
same statistics reveal a death toll of 41 with 75 Injured In similar 
crashes. The year Is not half gone. 


These figures should be of exceptional interest to the citizens 


of this community. The large number of unprotected railroad 
crossings within the city limits causes one to consider seriously 
his chances of being the next victim of such an accident. 


Crossing accidents have taken lives in this community In pre- 


vious years and just as sure as the passage of time, crossing ac- 
cidents will again take lives in this community. 


The Installation of adequate, modern safety warning signals 


and gates at all railroad crossings wtthtn the city limits should 
have the No. I priority In Corslcana*H expansion program. 


No plausible excuse can be advanced justifying the railroad 


crossing hazards that now exist here. The saving of only one life 
would offset the cost to railroads. Yet there ore too many 
who place the value of a dollar above human life. 


Many trains pass through Corslcana each twenty-four hours. 


In fact this city Is known as one of the major transfer point* In 
the southwest. This unusually large amount of rail traffic fur- 
ther emphasizes the urgent need of adequate protection at all 
crossings. 


Underpasses are also needed here to Insure uninterrupted 


automobile and podestrain traffic enst and west and north and 
south. The Southern Faclflc Linen split the city In two leaving 
East Corslcana Isolated when long freight trains are passing 
through. The same condition exists on the St. Louis-Southwestern 
(Cotton Beit) with South Corslcana the victim. Ambulances and 
fire trucks held up for a very few minutes may mean the loss of 
life or heavy fire damage. Uninterrupted access to all parts of the 
city is of major importance and Is not to be passed off lightly. 


Corslcana Is an up and growing community. 
The future 


holds much for this city and the railroads have a responsibility 
they should meet without a long drawn out argument.

"Completely misled" by allied diver- 
sionary operations, Von Rundstedt 
held the bulk of his forces in the

never came. 


2. The battle of the Falalse poc- 
ket, where the enemy "showed 
that fatal tendency to.stand and 
fight when all the logic of war de- 
manded a strategic withdrawal." 
Battles west of the Rhine dur- 
ing February and March, 
1945, 


where "The armies which had been 
Intended to defend Germany were 
shattered beyond recovery." 
His chronicle detailed air and 
naval a* well as ground operations, 
and he acknowledged that "with- 
out the overwhelming mastery of 
the air x x x our assault against 
the continent would have been a 
most hazardons, If not Impossible, 
undertaking."
